Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

2. The closest prior art of record, U.S. Patent No. 3,050,073 to MCMILLAN & U.S. 
Patent No. 5,287,633 to SACHS, fails to teach each and every limitation of the instant 
invention. Specifically, MCMILLAN discloses a pivoting a processing chamber to drain. 
SACHS also discloses pivoting a process chamber to drain. However, neither 
MCMILLAN or SACHS teaches or reasonably suggests providing process liquid to a 
process chamber having a workpiece supported by a holder and pivoting the chamber 
at a controlled rate (claim 19) or an axis parallel to centrifugal sidewalls (claim 23) or 
drying the workpiece with organic solvent vapor (claim 24). 

3. For at least the foregoing reasons, claims 2-15, 17, 19-20 & 22-24 are believed 
to recite patentable subject matter.
